Forming this mighty Frame,heevery kind 
With divers anc! pecaliar Signet fign'd, ;

SOM in their breaſt(as Crabs ): ſome head-leſs are, 
Foot-leſs,and finn-leſs(as the banefull Hare,

And, for Impriſonment; though that be moſt lamented, 
Of all the griefes vwherewith men feare to be tormented 
Yer, that's the State moſt ſtor'd with pleaſure anddelight, 
And the moſt gainfull roo to any Chrittian wight. 
A Paradox, no doubt more true, than creditable, 
The which my lelfe ſomtimes have alfo thoughta fable, 
While guilefull vanities, fed not,but fill'd my minde, 
For __—_— ſuſtenance, with un-ſubſtantiall winde. 

I hated Death to death, I alſo did deteſt 

All ficknes and diſeaſe that might aman moleſt, 
But moſt I did abhorrethat baſe eſteemed ſtate, 
Which co ſubjections Law our ſelves doth ſubjugate, 
And our ſweetlife enthrals unto anothers will : 
For, as my fancie wiſhtl would have walked ſtill. |

Much worſe,me thought the time his martyrdom did double. 


So thar, to ſcape that [courge,ſo irkſome to my heart, 
I could have been content r* have ſuffer'd any ſmarr. 
L o,by blinde ignorance how judgments are miſ-led : 
Now that full thirty months | have experienced 
Thar ſo-much-tcaredill, tis now ſous'd to mee, 
Thar [ (a Priſoner live much more content and free; 
Than when as (under cloak of afalſe freedome yain ) 
I was bale ſlave (indeed) to many a bitter pain. 
But,now I ſee my ſelte mockt eyery-where almoſt, 
And feeble mee alone met by a mighty hoaſt 
Of (uch,as (in this caſe doe not conceive as I, 
But doe eſteem themſelves offended much thereby. 
And therefore (Father deere )this weake abortive Childe, 
For refuge runs between th'arms of his Grand-ſiremilde.

Thar,thar's the happineſle that fully chem contents: 
But reaſonable ſoules(as God hath made Mankinde )

The brutiſh appetite of everie Creature elle, 
So much more excellent the good for which they thirſt,

Or for the ſleepie hoaſt all night keep ſentinell: # 
From grudging at thepainea,ſo far off arethey all, 
That blelt they count themſelves; therefore their Generall 
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Imployes them ofren-times,as moſt courageous ; 
And, them approv d,hee plants in places dangerous : 
Bur,no man makes account of ſuch as ſhun the charge; 
Whoſe paine is not ſo ſmall as their diſcredit's large. 
All ot us(in this world)refemble Souldiers right, 
From day-break of our birth even to our dying night: 
This life iris a warre, wherein the valianteſt, 
With hotteſt skirmiſhes are ever ply'd and preſt: 
Whom our grand-captaine molt (ers-by; hee ſers a-frunt 
The foreward,as moſt ft to beare the chiefeſt brunc, 
Cares,exiles, priſonments,diſcaſes,dolours,loſles, 
Maimes,tortures,torments, ſpoiles, contempt,diſhonours,crofles, 
Alltheleare hard exploits,and full of bickrings bold, 
Which hee commits to thoſe whom hee doth deereſt hold : 
But,leaverth thoſe behinde for whom hee careth little, 
To ſtretch themſelves art eaſe amid their honours brittle; 
T heir pomps,their digniries,their joyes, their gems, their treaſures, 
Their dainties,their delights,their bo their pleaſures ; 
Like coward Groomes that guard the baggage and the ſtuffe, 
While others meer thefoe,and ſhevv their valours proofe. 
But have not thele (ſay ſome)in theſe afflictions part ? | 
No , butof puniſhment, they often feelethe ſmart. 
Afflicted thoſe wee count, whom chaſteningstame,and turne, 
The other puniſhed,thar at correction ſpurne : 
The firit (ſtill full of hope )reape profit by their rods ; 
The later (deſperate)chrough ipight wex worſe by ods. 
Boy-{tragglers of a Camp,ſo ſhould be puniſht then, 
Being naked forc't to hghr with troupes of armed men, 
Who cannot reap nor reach the plealure,northe meed, 
Nor th' honour incident for doing ſuch adeed : 
To ſuch praiſe-winning place, brave Souldiers gladly run 
Which as a dangerous place theſe faint-heacrs ſadly ſhun, 
What Warriour in the world,that had not rather trie 
A million of extremes (yea rather even to die) 
Than with diſgraceful ſpot toſtaine his Honour bright 
In theſe corporeall Wars ? Yer in theghoſtly hight - | 
(Of glorie careleſs all )vvee ſhun all labours pain, 
To purchaſe with reproach a reſt-neſt idly-yain. 
Vertue is not atchiev'd,by ſpending of the year 
In pleaſures (oft, ſweet ſhades, down-beds, and dainty cheere : 
Continuall travell 'tis that makes us there arrive, | 
And ſo by travell too Vertue is kept alive : 
For,ſoon all yertue vades without ſome exerciſe, 
Bur being ſtirr'd,the more her vigour multiplies. 
Belides,vwwhat man is hee, that feels ſome member rotten, 
Whereof hee fearestodie,bur cauſcth ſtraight be gotren ( 
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Some ſurgeon, that with ſawe,with cauter,or with knite, 
May take that part away,to ſave histhreatned lite: 

And ſuffers (chough with ſmart) his veric fleſh and bones 
To be both ſear'd,and faw'd,and cleane cut-off ar once # 
But,to recure the foule (the foule with f1n infected } 

All wholeſome remedies are hated and rejected: 

With the Phyfician kinde th* imparient Parient frets, 
Norto come neere him once his helpfull hand heelcts : 
Wee are halfe putrefied, through fins contagious ſpot, 
And without ſpeedic help the reſt muſt wholly rot : 
Cut-off th* infected part, then are wee ſound and tree, 
Elſe all muſt periſh needs, there is no remedie. 

Moſt happie they, from whom in this fraile life, the Lord 
(With ſmarr of many paines )cuts-oftthe paines abhord 
Of th'ever-never death, wherein they lye and languith, 
T hat heer have had their eaſe and never taſted anguiſh. 

Butmany,which as yet the adverſe part approve, 
Conceive (if not confeſle)that itdoth more behoove 
By faintleſs exercile faire Yertue to maintaine, 

7] han over-whelm'd with Vice, atreſt to ruſt in yaine. 
Bur yet th* extremirie of ſufferings doth diſmay-them, 
The force whereof they feare would cas'ly overlay them

But yet they would have God but ſeld and ſoftly ſtrike-them - 


Elſe are they prelt to run, ro ruine, with the Divels. 

They are ſo lore atfeard of falſe ſuppoſed evils : 

Moſt wretchcd is the man that for the feare of nifles 

All lively. breathing hopes of happiegoodnes ſtifles, |

As nothing ? northeir paines,nor lJamentable loſles,

And all theſe outward ills are vwvrongfully accuſed 

Which fleſh and blood doth blame; for being riohely uſed. 

They all turne to our good : but whoſo rakes offence |

Arcevils in effect, but in conceit and name : 


Which when we lightly weigh,theleaſt ofus ſurmountsthem,

Wo carefully complaine,and crie,and rave,and rage, 
F ”"—_— inward flames,the which they cannot {wage , 
Yet, if it vwvex not worſe, the daintieft bodice makes it

Or, thoſe that have ſometimes the painfull rack indured, 
Who without charge of paine being a while inured, 
The painethat did conſtrainethem to bewaile and weepe, 
Seemes them ſo ealtethen,they almolt fall a-ſleepe.

His eyes(indeed) were ope,and then hee had the skill 

To know the difference betvween che good and ill : 


Then did he know how good, good was when he had loft-ir; 


Andevill roo hee knew ( bur ahroo deerly coſt-ir) 
Leaving himlſelfe (beſides the ſorrovy of his loſle) 
Nothing but ſad deſpaire of ſuccour in his crofle. 
He found himlfelte falnedown from blifle. full ate of peace 
[Into a civil warre where diſcords never ceaſe : 
His ſoule revolting,ſoon becamehis bitter foe. 
But (as it oft befals chat worlt doe ſtrongeſt grow) 
Chee is noteas'd atall by th inly ſtriving jarres, 
Which doe annoy her more than th' iretull open warres. 
Wrath, hatred, envie,feare,ſorrovv,defpaire,and ſuch ; 
And pafhons oppoſiteco thele,afflict as much, 
rftracting co and tro the Princeſle of his lite, 
In reſtleſle mutinies,and nevercealtng (rife. 
Thenth* humor-brethren all,hor,cold, and wet, and dry; 
Falne outamong themſelves, augment his milcrie. 
So that(by their debate)within his fleſh there ſeeded 
A harveſt of ſich vwveeds as never can be weeded. 
All creatures that before(as Subjects)did attend him, 
Now, 'mong themſelves conſpire by all meanesto offend him: 
In briefe, [Immortall borne, now mortal hee became, 
And bound his ſoulerto bide Hels ever-burning flame, 
Leaving his vwofull heires (even from their births beginning) 
Heires of his heavie paine,as of his hainous linning, 
So that, in him,the Lord condemned all mankinde, 
To beare the puniſhmen: to his foule lin affign'd: 
And none had ever {capt had not the God of grace 
Deliring more to ſave,than to ſubvert his race) 
Redeem'd us by the death of his deer only Son, 
Andchoſen us in him before the world begun : 
Forgiving us the fault,and with the faulr the fine , 
All fave this temporall death,of Adams (inthe ligne. 
Now inthe horror of thoſe caſe-leſſe,cnd-lefle paines, 
It may be rightly ſaid, that evill ever reignes : 
That's evil's veric ſelfe; and not this ſeeming-woe, 
Whereof the wanton world complaineth daily fo, 
Liv'd weeten thouſand years continually tormented 
In all fell cortures ſtrangethat ever wereinvented, 
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What's that compar'd to time that never ſhall expire, 

Amid th' infernall lames,vvhoſe leaft-afflicting fire 

Exceedeth all the paines,all morrall hearts can think ? 
_Sure,all chat vvee endure, till Lethe drops we drink, 

Is all but eaſe to that : or if it beapaine, 

Tis in reſpe& of that a very trifle vaine. 


But, were ta great deale worſe, why ſhould we cvill name 


That which wee rather finde a med'cine for the fame ? 

Health, wealth, ſecuritie, honour and eaſe doe make us 

Forget our God,and God forthat doth fooneforſake us ; 

Whereas affiitions are readie meancs to move us, 

Toſeck our health in him that doth ſo deerly love-us, | 
'Tistruc indeed : (fay ſome) that benefit they bring-us, 

Bur yet the ſmartthereof doth-ſo extremely vyring-us, 

That th' cyill which they feele that doe indure the lame, 

Makes them eſteeme it jult to give it that for name. 
Mans nature,certainly (it cannot be deni'd ) 

Is thrall co many throes, while heer on carth wee bide 

In bodie and in foule : the troubled ſoule ſuſtaines 

A thouſand paſſions ſtrong,the bodie thouſand paines : 


Andthar's the wretchedState,the which yer-while I ſaid, 


Was juſtly due tous, when Adamdilobay'd. 

But, hec that's once new-borne in Jeſus Chriſt by faith, 
Who his aſſured hope in God (ole ſerrled hath, 
Who doth beleeve that God gives eflence unto all, 
And all ſuſtaineth ſtill ; that nothing doth befall 
But by his facred will,and that no freogeh thatſtriverh 
To ſtop his juſt decrees,can ſtand,or ever thriveth ; 
Not only dorh accept all paines with patience, 
The which hee takes for due unto his deep offence : 
Nor only is content (if ſuch be Gods good pleaſure) 
To feele a thouſand-fold a much more ample meaſure, 
But even delights therein, and voyd of any feare, | 
Expects th' extremitie of all aſia1:1ts to beare : 
Whether almightic God abate their wonted vigor, 
Or (that his may nor feele their croſſes cruell rigor ) 
Doe wholly arme them wich new forces for the nonce, 
To bearethe bitter brunt: or whether both atonce, 

And,to approve this true; hovy many daily drink 
Ot corments bitter Cup, that never ſeem to ſhrink ? 
Alas, what ſharper ſmart ? what more afflifting paines ? 
What worſer griefethan that, which eaſ-lelly ſuſtaines ? 
Hee that by ſome miſchance,or elſe by marnall thunder, 
Unhappily hath had ſome maine bone broke in ſunder ? 
What torment feeleth nor the ſore-ſick deep-diſcaſed : 
One while with cruell fir of burning Fever ſeiſed : 
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Another while aflail'd with Cholick and with Stone, 
Or with the cure-lefſe Gour, whoſe rigour yeelds to none? 
Or chouſand other gricfes, whole bitter vexiog ſtrife 
Diſturbs continually the quiet of our life ? 
Yet notwithſtanding rhis, in all this painfull anguiſh 
(Though che moſt part repine, & plain,& mourn, & languiſh, 
Murmuring gainſt che Lord, with male- contented voyce) 
Some prayle his clemencie,andin his rods re; ce, 
How many ſuch (deere Saints)have te!l cormentors ſeene 
Todie between their hands,through mogdie tyrants ceen, 
So little daunted at their martyrdome and (laughter, 
That in th' extremitie they have expreſled lau _ ? 
How many art the ſtake, nay, inthe verie flame, 


Have ſung, with cheertull voice, th' Almighties praiſe-full name? 


Yer were they all compact of artirs and of veines; 
Of ſinews,bones, and fleſh : and ſen(ible of paines 
(By nature at the leaſt )as much as anie other, 

For being iflued all from one ſelfe carchly mother. 

What makes them then co find ſuch extreme ſmart ſo ſweet? 
What makes them patiently thoſe deadly pangs to meet ? 
No doubr it is the Lord,who firit of noching made-us, 
Who with his liberall hand of goodnes ſtill doth lade-us, 
Some more and other lefle : and never ceaſeth ſpace 
From makiog us tofeele the favours of his grace, 

Accurlt are they (indeed) whom hee doth all abandon 
To doe their Luſt for Law,and run their life at randon : 
Accurſt who never taſte che ſharp-ſvweer hand of Gad: 
Accurſt (ah, molt accurlt) who never feele his rod. 

Such men (by nature born the bond-llaves unto fin) 
Throughſelt-corruption,end worſe than they did begin : 
For, how they longer live,the more by their amiſle, 
They draw them neerer Hell,and farther off from bliſle, 
Such men within themſelves theirevils {pring containe : 
There is no outward thing (as fallly they complaine) 
Caulc of their cure-leſle il} : for good is eyerie thing, 
And good can (of itlelfe) ro no-manevill bring. , 
Now, if they could aright theſe carthily pleaſures prize 
According to their worth,they would not inſuch wile, 
For lack,or loſle of theſe (fo yaine and tranſitorie ) 
Lamentſo birterly, nor be ſo ſadly (orrie. 
But over-loving ſtill theſe ourward things unſtable, 
Toreſt in true content an hourethey are not able, 
No, not amoments time, their feare doth ſo affaile them : 
And, if their feare fall true,that their g0od-fortune taile them, 
Then {well their ſullen hearts with ſorrow till they burſt, 
And then(poor deſperate ſoules)they deem themſelves accurſt; 


And 
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And ſo (indeed)they are : but yet they erre in this, 
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In blaming other things, for their own ſelte an.Afle ; 
Other indiffetent things,that neither make nor marre, 
Butrto the good, be good ; to th* evill, evill arc. 

Is*t nor great fooliſhneſle, for any to complaine 


That fomthing is not done, which doth him nought conſtraine ? 


Sith, if hee uſe the ſame, ſoule-health it hurteth nor: 
Or, it hee doe not ule t,t heJpeth not ajor. 
Bur needs muſt we complaine (fay ſome) for we have cauſe: 

1 hen at your peril be *t, tor, thatwhichchietly draws 
Y ou thereto, tis in truth your brutencfle in miſ-deeming 
1himgsevill, thatare good (tor ſenſe-contrarie ſeeming,): 
And,vvhile that in the darke of this foule errors miſt, 
Your drowhie ſpirits doe droope,alas whatmarvell is 
It evill follow you,and it (injurious) ſtill 
To others you 1mpute your ſelte-ingendred il] ? 

Happy are they ro whom the Lord vouchfaterh fighr 
To ſee the lovely beames and life-infuling Light 
Of hisſvvcer ſacred Truth ; whereby wee may perceive 
And judge a-rightly,what ro love,and what to leave. 


Such men within their ſoules,their goods have wholly plac't, 


Such goods,as never fre can cicther burne or waſte: 
Nor any thiefe can ſtea'e, nor Pirat make his prey, 
Nor ulurieconſume,nor T yrant take away, 
Nor times all-gnavving tooth can trer away nor finiſh, 
Nor any accident of Jad miſchance diminiſh, 
For it is built on God,a Rock that ever ſtands: 
Not on the vanities of theſe inconſtant ſands, 
Which are more murable than winde,and more unſtable. 
And day by day doe make ſo many milerable. 
O, to whar {veer content,to what high joyes aſpires 
Hee, thatin God alone can limit his defires ! 
Hee that 1n him alone his hopes can wholly reſt, 
Hee that for only end,waits tor the wages bleſt, 
Wherewich he promiſerh for ever ({ans reſpect 
Ot their ſ&gte-meriring)to guerdon his Elect? 
Whar 1s 1t can bereave the wealth of ſuch a man ? 
\ bats it that diſturbe his perfect pleaſures can ? 
W har is 1tcan ſupplant his honours and degrecs 2 
Sith all his treaſures, his delights, his dignities, 
Are all layd up in heav'n, where it were all in vaine 
Forall che fons of earth to warre with might and maine, 
No doubt (will ſome man lay each Chriſtian doth afpire 
(Atryr their bodies death)to thole deer treaſures higher, 
1hatkrereſcry'd in heav'n, whereof the ſweer poſſeſsion 
Fears nat the violence of all the worlds opprelsion : 
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Bur, while that here belowy this fraile fleſh-burden ties-him, -/ 

Bur the bare hope hee hach : which how can it ſuffice-him- © 

Againlt rhe ſharp aſlaulcs of paſſions infinite, a 

Whoſe glad-{ad crofle conflicts afflict him day and night ? 
Needs muſt grant (indeed )that the ſame pertect joy 

Weecannor perfectly upon this earth enjoy : 

Bur,that that hope alone doth not ſufficient! 

Bleſle his life where it lives (for my part) I deny. | 

Some doe not feare(wee {ce)to ſpend their ſtock and ſtore; 

To undertake the taske of many travels ore, 

To hazzard limmes, and lives, in ſervice of ſome Lord ; 

Depending oft upon his toole-fat-feeding word , 

Or waiting elſe (perhaps) without all other hold, 

Uncill ic ofeaſe himſelte his franknes to unfold ; 

Not reaking all their paine,they are ſo inlypleas'd 

Wirth hoped benefit, whereof they are nor ſeaz'd ? 

And, ſhall th' aſſured hope of ever-blifles then, 

For which wee havethe word,not of vaine mortall men, 

Thatteach their. congues to lye; butof the higheſt God, 

The God of truth, Truth's ſelfe,vvhere truth bath ſill aboade: 

Shal char, I ſay,nocſerveto ſettle our faint hearts, 

Againſt (I will not ſay) like dangers and like ſmarts : 

Bur 'gainlt theſe perty griefes, that now and ther; doe pain-us, 


Ah,ſhall vyce thendelpiſe all crouble and vexation, 
Supported by a prop of doubtfull expe&ation ? 
And,vvhile fe carthly things weecan indure all this, 
Shall wee not doe asmuch foran immortal bliſk ? 

Indeed not of our ſelyes : for,ſelfly nought wee can , 
But God (when pleafeth him ) doth give this ſtrength ro man, 
Whereby hee ſtandech Rout, even like a mighty rock 
Amid the mounting waves,wvhen Ele doth unlock 
Sterne Auſter, ſtotmie gate, making the warers vraſtle 
And ruſh with wrathfull rage againſt the ſturdie Caſtle, - -- 
While ir (for all the force of their fell furieſhown) | 
Is not ſomuch as moy'd,and much leffe overthrown. 

So farerh ſuch a man : for, if from high/degree, 
Hee ſuddenly doe [lidero live contemnedly 
With the vile vulgar ſort ; Thatcannot make him vwavet : 
For well hee is affar'd char God 'S high holy favonr 
Depends not 0n the pomp, nor vain-proud ſtare ard port, 
That for the grace of, Kitgs adorns the Courtly ſort. 

If hee be keptin bands,thrall tothe ryrannies 


And extreme cruell Laws of ruthleſſe.enemies, 
Both voyd of help and hope,and of alllikelihood 
Of beihg ever freed fromrheir hands-thirſting blood ; 
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No morelike thoſe than heav'nneercarththat doth ſuſtaih-as? 
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In ſpight of them, bee knows that one day hee ſhall dye, 
And then hee ſhall enjoy an endlels Liberte. 

If hee be forc'tro flie from his deere Countrey-clime, 
In exile to expire the remnant of his time, 

Hee doth ſuppoſe the World to be a Countrey common, 

From whence, a tyrants wrath (till death)can baniſh no man. 
If rhar hee muſt forſake his Parents and his Kin, 

And thoſe whoſe amitic hee moſt delighteth in ; 

Hee knows that where hee finds a man hee finds a kinſ-man: 

For,all mankind is come from one ſclfe Father({1ns-man) 

If (being fpoyl'd of wealth,and wanton-pampering plenty) 

Hee finde upon his boord two diſhes ſcant of tvyentie, 
And to his back one coateto keep the cold away, 
Whereas hee had betfore,a new for eyerie day ; 

Hee learneth of Saint Paxl,who bids us be content 
With food and furniture tothis life comperent : 

Sith nothing(as faith Job) into this World wee brought, 
Nor with us when weedie can wee hence carrie ought. 

If hee be paſſing poore,and in exceeding lack 
Of everie needfull ching for belly and tor ay 
Hee learneth of the Sonne,thar God the Father heedeth 
Togivetoeveric one (in t1me)the thing heeneedeth : 

And that the Fowles of Heavy n'and Catrell ſmall and great, 
Doe neyther ſowe norreape,yer ade they Whit to cate: 
; Yea,that the Lillies faire, vvhich grow among the graſle, 
Doe neither ſpin nor work, and yet their garments paſſe 
(For colourand for coft,for Art and Ornament) 
; The glorious Salomons rich roabes of Parlament. 

If fothat hee be {ick, or wounded in the arme, 
In bodie,back,or breaft,or ſuch like kinde of harme: 
If inextremitie ofangrie paine and anguiſh, 
Enfeebled (till by fits, hee bed-rid lye and languiſh : 
It all che miſeries that ever martyr'd man, 
Art once on everie {ideafflift him all they can : 
The more that hee endures,the more his comforts grow, 
Sith ſo his vwretchednes hee ſooner comes to know, 
That from worlds vanities hee may himſelfe advance, 
Which hold all ch6fe from heav'n,that ſtill delight that dance : 
Hee fears notthoſe at all that with their utmoſt mighr, 
Having the bodie flaine,can doeno farther ſpight : 
Bur only. him that with ten thouſand deaths can kill * 
Theloule and bodjc both for ever if hee will : 
Hee knows ic is theirlot that ſeek to pleaſe their God, 
To be afflicted ſtill with perſecutions rod : 
So that, what-ever croſfſe, how-ever ſharp, aſſaile-him, 
\ His conſtant hearts content and comfort cannottaile-him. 
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But,hee mult dye (ſay you). Alas, can thar diſmay ? 
Where 1s the Labourer that (having wrought al! day 

Amid the burning heat, with wearineſle opprelt) 

Complaines that night is come when hee ſhall goeto relt ? 

The Merchant that returnes from ſome far forraine Lanas, 
Eſcapingdreadfull rocks,anc dangerous ſhelts and ſands, 

When as hee ſees his{hip her home-haven enter ſafe, 

Will hee repine at God,and (as offended )chafe 

For being brought roo ſoone home to his native ſoil, 

Free from all perils {ad that threaten Saylors ſpoile ? 

Hee knovvs, from thouſand deaths that this one deachdorh loſe him, 
That in heav'ns ever joyes, hee ever may repoſe-him : | 
Thar hee mult bring his bark into this Creek, betore 

In th' everlaſting Land hee can ſer foot a-ſhoare : 

That hee can never come to incorruption, 

Unlefle thar firlt his fleth doe feele corruption : 

So that, all rapt wirhjoy, having his help fo readie, 

This thip-wrack hee eſcapes,as on arock moſt lteddic. 

Burt more (perhaps)than death the kind of death diſmayerh, 
Which ſerves him fora bridge that him to heav'n convayerh. 
Whether hee end his daies by naturall diſeaſe: 

Orin a boyſtrous ſtorme doe periſh on the Seas : 
Or by the bloodie hands of armed foes be llaine : 
Or by miſchance a ſtone fall down,and dath his braine : 
Or by the murdering ball of nevy-found earchly thunder, 
By day orelſe by night his bones be paſht a-ſunder : 
Or burned at a ſtake,or bitterly tormented 
By cruell {[aughrer-men,in torrures new invented ; 
Alas,alas ! for that, much lefle than leaſt hee careth : 
For,as a man falne downe intoa Pir,hee fareth , 
Who,if hee may be drawn up from the noyſome place, 
Where Adders, Toades, and Snakes craule over feet and face, 
Reſpects not, whether that yee uſea ſilken ſcaine, 
Hermp-rope,or chaine of gold,(o hee get up againe: 
Even ſo,ſo hee may come to his defired bliſſe, 
The manner and the meanesto him indifferent is: 
As for the differing paine(if any him doe torture) 
If it be violent, hee knovwvs it is the ſhorter : 
Bur, beitne'rſo long, long ſure it cannor laſt 
Tous, whoſe Polt-like lifeis all ſoquickly paſt. 

Nowv, ſuch a man,in whom ſuch firme concents doe hyve, 
Who can denie to be the happieſt man alive ? 
And vwho ſo impudent,that dareth novv profe(ſe 
Thar this worlds tained {vweet (whoſe unfain'd bitternes 
Brings,co this very lite, full many torments fell, 
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And after dingeth down toth endleſs pain of hell) 
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Should be preferr'd before theſe ſeeming; fovvrs, that make us 
Taſte many true-{weert ſweets yer this ol life forſake us, 
And after,lifrus up to that ſame bleſſed joy, 
T hat evermore ſhall laſt, exempt from all annoy. 
So few there will be found (as [ ſuppoſe) ſodeeming, 
As many which (moretfear'd with theſeils faltly-ſceming, 
Than inly falne-in-love with heav'n-joyes excellence) 
Approving this eſtare,fly 'ras the peſtilence. 

And yer, in this eſtateis ſound felicitic 
(As far forth as it may,amid the vanitic 
Of this frail fading World,vvhere each thing hourly changes) : 
For,never from itielfe true happineſle eſtranges : 
It never doth decay, it never doth decreaſe : 
In ſpight of angry Warre, itever lives in peace: 
Maugrepoore want, it hath ren thouſand kinds of wealth ; 
Amid infirmitiesithath continuall health: _. 
Inviron'd round with woe, it doth rejoyce and ſing: 
Depriv'd of dignities, ic 's greater than a King, 
Ir fics ſecure and ſafe,free from heart-pining fears: 
For,ever with itſelfe it all deere treaſures beares; , 
Not needing anie ayde of men-of-armes to watch them, 
Nor fearing fraud,nor force of any foe tocatch them. 
Whereas, vvee daily ſee ſo many men,whoſe minde 

To tranſitorie traſh of worldly wealth inclin'd, 
Intheir abundance beg,and in their plentic poore 
(For who bath had ſo much,that hach not withed more?) 
No treaſure can ſufhcethe gulte of their deſire, 
Yea, make them Emperours, yet will they more aſpire : 
Peace cannot pacihe the fel] rebellious broyle 
Thar in their troubled ſoule doth ever burne and boyle. 
For every ſhort content of anie falſe delight, 
A thouſand bitter throes torment them day and night. 
All their eſtate doth ſtand abroad in hands of ſtrangers : 
T herfore,the more their wealth, the more their daily dangers, 
The more their miferies,becaule themore they need 
Much ſtrength and many men unto their hoords to heed. 
Dreading (with cauſc)leſt craft,or crueltie,or either 

' Bereave them of their blifle,and treaſure both rogether, 

Needs mult wee then confeſle, that in adverſitic 

There is more happineſle than in proſperitic, 

Sith that the minde of man ſo ſoon it ſelfe berrayes 

Unto the guiletull ſnares that worldly pleaſures ayes, 

Which make us at the laſt head-long to Hell rorunne: 

All which,adverlitie doth make us fafely ſhunne, 
Bur,here it may be askr,if pleaſure, ſtate, and ſtore 

(Plunging us in the Pit of vices more and more) 
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Be ſubject ſo to make us moreand more accurſt, 
Muſt weeeſteeme thatgriefe (which ſenſe eſteemerth worſt) 
More fitto better us,and bring us unto bliſle, 
Than choſe whoſe ſmarting ſting is not ſo ſtrong asthis ? 
Sure,lich that in our ſelves our caule originall 
Of blifle and bale wee hide,it marters nor at all : 
\ For, ſtill the faithfull man one and the ſame remains; 
Whether the griefe be greatorlittle hee ſuſtains ; 
Sith hovv ſo e'r itbe, hee takes occalion thence, 
Toſtek in God alone, his comfort and defence. | 
Bur for becauſe our ſoule (the while ſhee doth conſort 
With this groſle fleſhly lump) cannot but in ſomeſorr 
Suffer as ſenſible, yea, oftentimes ſo far, 
T hat her beſt functions all, lefle apt and able are, 
Thanelſcar othertimes; I doe ſuppoſe the proof 
Of one, than other ill,availes more in behoof, 
That this is ſo, vvee ſeea lick man oftto finde 
Such joytull quiernes, and comfort in his minde, 
T hart hee eſteemes himſelfe the beſt contenr-aliye : 
Bur yer the ſharp diſcaſe (which doth his health deprive) 
With-holdeth in ſome ſort his ſenſes and his wir, 
Thact freely other-where hee cannot uſe them fir. 
And ſoit "on: with him,that (through-reſolved vvell) 
Endures the cruell ſtrains of any torturefell. 
Now,for the baniſhtman,the changing of his dwelling 
Never diſturbs his joy. And hee whoſe wealth excelling 
Turns in atrice to want by whatſoever chance, 
His courage never {hrinks,nor yet his countenance. 
So that 1n their content; all foure are all a-like, 
A-like rejOycing all in their afflitions cke : 
A-like contemning all worlds pompous vanities : 
Bur, the tvvo laſt have odds in their extremities ; 
In that, without impeach, they may apply their minde 
To many goodly things, wherein great ſoy they finde 
(1 mean,when each diſtreſle offends a man alone, 
Not when hee is aflail'd at once of everie one. ) 
Yer, perill's quickly paſt, danger endureth not, 
Exile fo caſte growsthart it is ſoon forgor, 
| The greateſt lofle that is wee minde not many houres : 
For, thouſand accidents diftra& this ſoute of ours, 
Which cannot in ſuch ſort the fenſes ſtill reſtrain, 
| But that they will goe feed on many objects vain , 
| Whereby at un-awaresſhee oftentimes, ſurpris'd, 
| Is over-reacht by thoſe, whoſe rigour ſhee deſpis'd : 
And (o, the pleaſant raſte ſhee doth untimely miſle, 
Wherewith affliction ſweet doth _— heer her bliſle. 
F 
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So that, ſom other ſtare ( wherein our ſoule lefle fed 
With ſundry objects vain, ſhall be more ſetteled) 
May rightly be preferd to theſe which make her tay, 
And ſtumble often-times, unto herowne decay. 
And therefore maintaine (loſe Priſon to be beſt 
Ofall afflictions thatmay aman moleſt;, 
Conlideriog, all defe&ts toother croſſes common, 
In this are ſeldome found, and almoft, felt of no man. 
For Priſon is a place where God ſequeſters men, 
Farre from the vile proſpect of vanities terrene, 
To makethem thence withdraw their hearts,and to confeile 
That in his grace alone conſiſts their happines. 
Itis a learned School, where God himſelte reads cleerly 
True wiſedoms perfect rules, to thoſe he loveth deerly. 
There th* underſtanding ( free, amid the many chains, 
That binde the body faſt ) findes out a thouſand means

eArphaxat armed all the yles of Greece, 
W here 74/0» was,but ſought no golden fleece, 
Bur golden ingots with abundant gaine, 
Where Phaſis {tream bedeaws the pleaſant Plaine, 
The Harmaſtans,and Albans ſtrong and wiſe, 
That ſowes but once,and have their harveſt thriſe :

The ſhip that (cap't the generall flood didreſt : 
And thoſe that are (not hid) within the Reame, 
W here proud Zaxartas flowes with furious ſtream:

And of this hoſte Arphaxar was commander, 
With hope and heart more high than Alexander, 
My Prince deſirous then to winne or dye, 
Left nought undone that furthered to ſupply 
Histroubled ſtate.

Sure, Noble Furie ofheroick hearts, 
The hideous Stage whereon thou a&'ſt thy Parts,

Are all thy Palms ;thy Glory walks too-neer 
Deep Miſeries, Pains, Perils, Dolours Deaths, 
And dire Events ; which not alone the breaths
